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WHAT IS THE NATIONAL ADVISORY COUNCIL ON AGING? 


The National Advisory Council on Aging (NACA) was created by Order-in- 
Council on May 1, 1980 to assist and advise the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare on issues related to the aging of the Canadian population and the quality 
of life of seniors. NACA reviews the needs and problems of seniors and 
recommends remedial action, liaises with other groups interested in aging, 
encourages public discussion and publishes and disseminates information on 
aging. In carrying out its responsibilities, NACA also works closely with the 
Minister of State for Seniors. 


The Council has a maximum of 18 members from all parts of Canada. 
Members are appointed by Order-in-Council for two- or three-year terms and are 
selected for their expertise and interest in aging. They bring to Council a variety 
of experiences, concerns and aptitudes. 
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PREFACE 


The present report presents a brief analysis of the prevalence and nature 
of consumer fraud and commercial exploitation to which Canadian seniors are 
subjected. As well, it attempts to identify those seniors who are at greatest risk 
for commercial victimization with the aim of specifying areas of intervention by 
governments, the community and the private sector. 


This report was prompted by concerns expressed by the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare to the National Advisory Council on Aging (NACA), 
by feedback from readers of the summer 1990 issue of Expression which dealt 
with the senior consumer and by the public interest for this topic, as displayed in 
numerous newspaper articles. In gathering information, NACA consulted 
individual seniors and consumer experts. 


Commercial exploitation is part of a larger pattern of senior victimization 
which includes elder abuse and neglect. Combatting this problem requires 
collaboration among seniors, caregivers, health and social service professionals, 
the justice system, the media and, especially in the case of consumer fraud, the 
business community.

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CONSUMER FRAUD AND SENIORS 


Within the past decade, the marketplace has spotted the "gold in the 
gray".' Business has become aware that the aging of the population is creating 
demands for products and services adapted to the older consumer.* Although 
this trend is in many ways beneficial, seniors also become prime targets for 
exploitation and fraud. To assist seniors, government, consumer advocacy 
groups and the private sector to plan ways of preventing the commercial 
predation of older Canadians, NACA aims to: 


Fe define the scope and nature of fraudulent practices to which older adults 
are particularly exposed; 


a determine seniors’ responses to exploitative practices; 
e identify seniors who are at greatest risk of being defrauded. 


In order to explore the different dimensions of the consumer fraud issue, 
NACA has: 


@ contacted experts within and outside of government; 
| reviewed the research literature; and 


w conducted a consultation with about 125 seniors belonging to Council 
members’ informal networks. 
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The information obtained from these three sources was complementary and 


corroborative. 


T; NATURE AND SCOPE OF FRAUD AND EXPLOITATION 


In contrast to outright theft, fraud involves persuading an individual to 
relinquish his or her money through deception. Furthermore, there are business 
practices intended to exploit the client rather than deliver a fair product or service 
at a fair price. Fraud is considered a criminal act in Canada and is subject to 
prosecution. Unethical, exploitative business practices may not be technically 
illegal, but they are certainly unconscionable to reputable companies. A few 
examples of exploitative business practices and fraud are presented below. 


Ea Recently, a Saskatchewan newspaper reported the trial of a roofing 
contractor who used aggressive door-to-door sales tactics to pressure 
seniors to purchase new shingles, did faulty work and refused to refund 
dissatisfied clients. In the words of one client who was pressured into 
signing a contract: "He was so terribly forceful. He stood there with a 
pencil and said: «Come on, sign it!»".°. The contractor was convicted of 
fraud because he refused to reimburse his clients’ money. 


i A senior consulted by NACA told of a relative who experienced a fraud 
attempt by a supposed repairman. Because the repairman wanted a large 
down payment on the work, he accompanied the woman to the bank and 
told her to say to the teller that he was her grandson. Fortunately, the 
teller was not deceived and the thief was apprehended in time. However, 
the senior was too frightened to testify against him in court. 
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aw Another senior who participated in NACA’s consultation was informed that 
she had won a contest, in which she had not entered, but that to claim the 
prize, she had to buy a product priced two or three times greater than its 
retail value. 


EY The Ottawa police recently warned residents about the "bank inspector" 
fraud, following the victimization of an older man. Claiming to be a bank 
inspector verifying personal accounts, the thief persuaded a senior to write 
a cheque in the amount of his total savings. The "inspector" would deposit 
the cheque himself, or so he said. 


Approximately 20% of the seniors consulted by NACA claimed to have 
been approached by sales-people or companies who tried to cheat them and 
14% admitted to have been misled by ambiguous advertisements. As well, 10% 
mentioned another senior they knew well who had been defrauded. Although 
they are by no means definitive estimates, these reports suggest that fraud and 
commercial exploitation is a fairly common experience in some segments of the 
senior population.‘ 


The extent of commercial victimization of seniors in Canada is not recorded 
in crime statistics. Criminologist Yves Brillon> mentions data from California 
which suggest that the majority of victims of fraud and breach of trust are 
persons aged 65 and older. Nevertheless, statistics produced by consumer 
groups indicate that fewer complaints are lodged by seniors than by adults of 
other ages.° 


Seniors are exposed to fraudulent business practices involving a wide 
variety of services and products. In NACA’s consultation, seniors reported 
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exploitative sales of home improvement services, magazine subscriptions, 
jewelry, health products, financial products (stocks, pyramid schemes, insurance 
policies) and holiday trips. The Consumers’ Association of Canada observed that 
complaints about mail-order companies and home-repair services are often made 
by older adults. Finally, the Office de la protection du consommateur of Québec 
concludes that because seniors are more likely to consume services than goods, 
they are probably more often subjected to fraud in the service sector.’ 


The kind of unfair practices used by unscrupulous dealers varies 
considerably. In NACA’s consultation, seniors reported pressure sales tactics, 
grossly inflated prices, double billing, higher charges than quoted initially, delivery 
of shoddy goods or inadequate service and failure to honour guarantees. 


2. RESPONSES TO FRAUD 


Studies have shown that, in comparison to younger adults, elderly 
consumers tend to be less aware of unethical business practices, more tolerant 
of substandard goods and services and less likely to pursue a complaint even it 
is clearly justified.” NACA’s consultation further suggested that seniors use few 
avenues of redress, even when they know they have been defrauded or 
exploited. Their actions consisted principally in alerting the Better Business 
Bureau and warning family members and others. Very seldom did the 
participants mention contacting the police, a lawyer, government consumer 
bureaus or consumers’ associations, although all of these venues may be 
appropriate depending on the circumstances. Explanations for the lack of action 
on the part of seniors include insufficient knowledge of consumer rights and of 
avenues for redress, lack of energy to pursue the complaint and fear of 
embarrassment in exposing one’s gullibility.° 
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3. VULNERABILITY TO FRAUD 


A number of factors have been proposed to account for the greater 
vulnerability of certain seniors to fraud and exploitative business practices. 
These include: 


‘si a lack of consumer information; 
a diminished sensory acuity and slower rate of assimilating information; 
a a lack of wariness in commercial relations; 
a social isolation; 
‘a a lack of self-confidence; and 
a greater need for certain services and products. 
3.1 Lack of consumer information 

The cardinal rule of the smart consumer is to get information from a variety 
of sources before making a purchase, for instance, information in print, personal 
experience and word of mouth. Some research suggests that seniors rely more 
heavily upon television generally as a source of information than do younger 
persons and are less reliant on print media.'° However, consumer information in 
print, specifically in consumer magazines, is probably more detailed and thorough 


than information presented on television. In a study of the shopping behaviour of 
low-income seniors, Mason and Smith"' found that most persons relied mainly on

a strategy of physical search and comparison and did not consider informal, word 


of mouth recommendations. 


The level of information and the range of sources of information vary in 
relation to other factors. To summarize the research studies", seniors who are 
younger, with higher levels of education and a greater number of social contacts 
tend to be the best-informed consumers. Persons with higher levels of education 
also are more critical of the information they receive and are less likely to accept 


advertising claims at face value. 


On the basis of this evidence, many Canadian seniors appear to be 
vulnerable to fraud. A recent national survey of reading skills revealed that 64% 
of seniors do not have the level of literacy required to meet the requirements of 
daily life.'* Seniors with inadequate literacy skills are not likely to consult printed 
consumer information; also, they may be easily deceived by misleading 
advertising and they may not comprehend business contracts. 


3.2 Diminished sensory acuity and comprehension difficulties 


Elderly seniors (that is, over 75 years) typically experience some degree of 
visual and hearing loss, which may impair their ability to accurately assess a 
product or a sales pitch. In addition, there may be some decline in the speed 
with which they can digest information.'* Immigrant seniors who are not fluent in 
either official language or are unfamiliar with the North American culture also may 
have difficulties in comprehension. 


The implications of a diminished comprehension of information on 
consumer behaviour have been documented. For instance, older adults cannot 
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remember the prices of grocery items on store shelves as well as younger 
shoppers'” and they can be more easily deceived by ambiguous 
advertisements.'° 


3.3 Lack of wariness in commercial relations 


In comparison to younger generations, many seniors were brought up to be 
more trusting of sales personnel, to have more favourable attitudes toward 
business in general and to be "polite", even with overbearing or aggressive 
vendors.'’ Seniors with these attitudes are probably more easily manipulated 
and duped by unscrupulous dealers. If and when unwary victims realize their 
trust has been betrayed, they may be reluctant to report the fraud because they 
are ashamed of their gullibility.’® 


3.4 Social isolation 


Social isolation can increase the risk for fraud. The isolated person loses 
the informal sources of consumer information and feedback on sales offers. The 
lonely person may also be emotionally more vulnerable to the attention of a 
charlatan."® Another danger is that mail or telephone-order shopping and door-to- 
door sales may be especially attractive to persons with restricted mobility. One 
participant in NACA’s consultation was concerned that some of the homebound 
seniors she visited might be cheated by the mail-order businesses from whom 
they often ordered goods. 


Social isolation can be a problem for frail, mobility-disabled or ethnic 
seniors. According to the Health Activity Limitation Survey, about 45% of seniors 
report some disability; of those with a disability, 8% never participate in activities 
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outside their home and 25% participate less than they would like.” In NACA’s 
report on the barriers to independent living, problems related to mobility and 
transportation were identified by 50% of the seniors consulted.” Some of these 
mobility-restricted persons may be more tempted to use convenient, yet risky, 
shop-at-home services and some may be too tolerant of (or intimidated by) a 
persistent vendor at the door. Furthermore, social isolation has been reported as 
a problem among some groups of ethnic seniors who are unfamiliar with the 


language and culture of their community.” 
3.5 Lack of self-confidence 


There is evidence that older adults tend to be unsure of their judgments or 
decisions in unfamiliar situations.2* Other research shows that people who feel 
unsure of their competence are more easily swayed than those with greater self- 


assurance. 


Many factors can cause a senior to lack self-confidence and to fall prey to 
persuasive arguments, including sensory losses, physical frailty, awareness that 
One is not mentally quite as sharp as before, illiteracy and lack of familiarity with 


new products. 
3.6 Greater need for some services and products 


Marketers know that the way to get people to buy is to appeal to their 
needs--real or perceived.* NACA’s report on the barriers to independent living 
clearly showed that many seniors living in the community do have a number of 
service needs that are not adequately met, including a need for transportation, for 
community-based support and home maintenance services and for safety and 
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security.” A need for financial security in later years may lead some people to 
seek investment opportunities. Persons suffering from chronic ailments may be 
lured by promises of relief. Needs and fears can motivate normally rational 
people to succumb to exploitation. 


4, CHALLENGES 


No doubt, a large number of seniors, and perhaps the majority, are as 
informed and as aware of their consumer rights as the rest of the population. 
Educational resources and community outreach by various police forces have 
certainly contributed to raising the level of awareness of many seniors.” 
Nevertheless, certain segments of the older adult population may be at greater 
risk for fraud and commercial exploitation. More specifically, seniors who appear 
to be the most vulnerable are those who are frail, who suffer from sensory loss 
and possibly intellectual impairment, who are socially isolated, who have minimal 
education and deficient literacy or communication skills and who are in need of 
services to maintain their independence in the community. 


From this brief review, it appears that a major goal of future efforts to 
combat the incidence of consumer fraud among seniors is to minimize the risk 
factors. Potential strategies for action include the following: 


| develop education programs focusing on consumer issues that are of 
particular relevance to seniors, with promotional support of governments at 


all levels; 


# include consumer education as an important content area in literacy 


training programs for seniors; 
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s incite the private sector (for instance, chambers of commerce, trade or 
professional associations, large companies) to develop and disseminate 
consumer information on their services and products, using modes of 
communication other than print (for example, toll-free telephone numbers; 
audio-visual materials, lectures to seniors’ groups); 


8 encourage the media, especially television, to ensure that consumer 
information pertinent to seniors is an ongoing subject of programming; 


Ps heighten the awareness of seniors’ consumer needs, rights and appropriate 
sources of help among service-providers, especially among those who 
provide home care to mobility-restricted seniors; 


® establish an adequate range of services to support seniors’ independence 
in the community; these services should be monitored by local consumer 
advocacy groups to ensure quality, price and reliability. 


Although anyone may be exposed to fraud attempts and to unfair business 
practices, a large number of seniors are particularly vulnerable. These seniors 
will cease to be singled out as targets for predators as they become more 
socially integrated and informed, and as their real needs for support services are 
met through community efforts.

NACA’s data must be interpreted with caution. Not only is the group of participants too small-- 
125--from which to generalize to all Canadian seniors, it is also probably not representative of the 
majority of seniors. The reason for this is that people who participate in NACA’s informal surveys 
and complete its questionnaires are typically better-informed than most, and thus are less likely to 
be targeted for fraud.
